Something happened the Liberal-Con- 
servative government of this Dominion 
yesterday, for whereas it requires 107 
members to form a majority of the 
House of Commons, the most cheerful 
reckoning that could be made last night, 
from u Conservative standpoint, awards 
only .90 seats to that usually victorious 
party. Three constituencies in which 
elections were held yesterday have not 
yet been heard from, but these may, for 
the purposes of an estimate of the 
strength of parties, bo somewhat confi- 
dently placed. In Albert, N.B., for 
instance, Dr. Weldon's opponent is an 
independent Conservative, which is the 
Doctor's position also, and Albert may' 
therefore be placed with the Conser- 
vatives. Provencher, in Manitoba, is 
supposed to be a safe Conservative con- 
stituency; and so is Algoma, in Ontario. 
In Chlcoutinii the election does not take 
place until the 30th, and as the govern- 
ment majority there was only 38, it will 
probably follow the Quebec rule for this 
occasion and return a supporter of Wil- 
frid Laurier. Placing these four seats 
us indicated, the results by provinces 
stand :

VENEZUE LA M COMPBtCATIONS. 

Arrest of a British Official by Instructions 
of the Local Authorities. 

Georgetown, British Guiana, June 
22. — Mr. Harrison, in charge oi laborers 
who were opening a road from the Bar- 
oma to the Ouyani river within the 
Sehomburg line when they were stopped 
by a force of armed Venezuelans on 
June 15, has been arrested by the 
Venezuelans, under fresh orders from 
Caracas and carried to the Venezuelan 
station opposite Uruan, the Venezuelans 
claiming the right to arrest foreigners 
on the left, bank of the Guy uu i. The 
arrest of Mr. Harrison has roused 
ithe colony of British Guiana, 
and the population demand that 
Great Britain take immediate and de- 
cisive action on the case. When the 
Venezuelans first stopped the laborers 
from proceeding with the work, orders 
were sent from Georgetown to Mr. Har- 
rison not to offer violent resistance, but 
to withdraw under protest. 



SEW U. S. BATTLESHIPS 

WJ11 Be Armed With Rapid Fire Six-Incu 
Guns. 

Washington, June 23.— The new bat- 
tleships for which proposals will be in- 
vited within a day or two will follow 
the general design of the Iowa rather 
than that of the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky, except that the distribution of 
armor will be as to the latter ship. This 
is in accordance with the report on 
batteries on battleships. The Kearsarge 
and Kentucky have doublestory turrets, 
the eight-inch guns being above the re- 
volving, with the fourteen-inch ones in 
the lower turrets. The board did not 
approve this arrangement, and recom- 
mended only turrets for fourteen-inch 
guns, and that no eight-inch be fitted, 
but in their stead a large number of 
rapid-fire six-inch guns, which they 
believe will be quite its effective, and 
which give a distribution of battery in 
keeping with foreign practice.

The above figures are based on the 
press returns received by the Bpecial 
wire in the Conservative Club kindly 
furnished and operated by Mr. Christie, 
the load -manager of the O.P.R. Tele- 
graph. It will be noticed that the ma- 
jorities have not been supplied, the re- 
turns therefore lacking a great deal of 
the interest which otherwise would at- 
tach to them. And it is probable that 
there will be some corrections to make, 
as though reports supposed to be final 
were received from all the constituencies 
except four, there is reason to believe 
that many of them were only estimated 
results, which in close constituencies 
may be changed. It is quite evident, 
however, as before remarked, that Sir 
Charles Tupper's government is not to 
meet the 'new parliament. 

The government was slain in the house 
of its friends, for while it risked its 
popularity throughout Canada on behalf 
of a cause peculiarly that of the great 
majority of the population of Quebec, 
that province lias gone overwhelmingly 
in favor of the Quebec leader who lias 
promised to go one better than the gov- 
ernment on behalf of the Catholics of 
Manitoba. It was emphatically the un- 
expected that happened, for so confident 
were all the new French colleagues of 
Sir Charles Tapper of their strength in 
Quebec that they valorously chose op- 
position strongholds in which to 
run. The result has been their 
political annihilation for the time 
being, unless Hon. A. It. Angers and 
Hon. Alphonse Desjardins are re- 
appointed to the Senate seats from 
which they resigned to become candi- 
dates. And Mr. Taillon may wish he 
had been as prudent as Sir Oliver 
Mowat, and had hung on to his pre- 
miership. By the irony of fate, Sir 
Adolphe Caron. who was supposed to 
lack the strength possessed by the three 
vanquished ministers, has been elected 
to lead the small band of French Con- 
servatives in the Commons. And the 
Protestants of Quebec, in the Eastern 
Townships constituencies, have sus- 
tained the government candidates, and 
Mr. Ives, their representative in the 
cabinet. One good thing Quebec 
did yesterday was to reject some 
of the most malodorous of the 
Laurier candidates — J, Israel Tarte and 
"Jimmy" McShane for instance, who 
can find grim consolation in the fact 
that their old friend McGreevy from the 
other side of politics is to stay at home 
with them. But Prefontaine and Clias. 
Langelier will bo on band to help the 
party of purity save the country. 

Next to Quebec, Nova Scotia, the 
homo of the Tappers, furnished 
the greatest surprise, dividing 
evenly though at the previous 
election the Conservatives made 
almost a clean aweep. The only Eng- 
lish speaking minister who lost his seat 
was sacrificed in this province, he being 
Hon. A. B. Dickey, the Minister of 
Justice, He had 840 majority to work 
on, and his constituency had cometo him 
by direct inheritance from the " War 
Horse of .Cumberland " in whose service 
Mr. Dickey has gone down. Attorney- 
General Longley, who aimed to be 
one of the Liberal ministers from 
Nova Scotia, failed of election yesterday, 
and Fraaer of Guyaborough still stands at 
the head of the Nova Scotia Liberal con- 
tingent, 

Prince Edward Island gives two Lib- 
eral seats to Conservatives', but retires 
the one Conservative whom the redis- 
tribution left in! the field. The Liberal 
leader, Mr. L. H. Davies, bus been duly 
elected. 



two seats in St. John City and County, 
where, as will be noticed, there was an 
over supply of candidates on the 
government side. There was a 
local grievance, too, .in St. John 
— that Halifax is to be made 
the winter port for tho fast Atlantic 
steamers. Col. Domville has won back 
Kings, which Hon, G. E. Foster took 
from him on entering political life, and 
Mr. Poster was successful In his new 
constituency, as was also his cabinet 
colleague Hon. John Co'atigan in Vic- 
toria. The moBt curious incident of 
yesterday's election in New Brunswick 
happened in Westmoreland, -where Mr. 
Powell, elected a year ago with 810 votes 
to the good, lost to the gentleman whom 
'ie then defeated. 

The slain in the Northwest include 
the Bard of Regina, who has succumbed 
to Mclnnes— a great name at present. 
Mr. Laurier has a seat to spare there if 
he wishes to find a place for Joe Martin ; 
and Joo can also set his cap for the 
representation of his old provincial 
stamping ground, Brandon, which Dal- 
ton McCarthy carried yesterdiij in ad- 
dition to being elected for North Simcoe. 

Por Joe Martin is no longer the repre- 
sentative of Winnipeg, which yesterday 
declared as expected in favor of Hugh 
John Macdonald — the greatest victory of 
the day for the Conservatives. Manito- 
ba divided evenly between the two poli- 
tical parties, and cave the balance of 
power to McCarthy. 

Ontario stood by the government re- 
markably well, considering; how the pas- 
sions of her Protestant population have 
been worked upon for years. All the 
ministers were re-elected in their own 
constituencies, and the few Conserva- 
tives prominent in the party who suffered 
defeat strangely enough included Peter 
White, the late Speaker of the Com- 
mons, who pronounced against remedial 
legislation in his electoral address ; Mr. 
McNeill, whom Sir Charles Tupper read 
out because of the disagreements of last 
session, and Col. O'Brien, Mr. McCar- 
thy's first lieutenant. Tho Liberals lost 
two of their best men, Hon. David Mills 
and .Mr. Paterson of Brant. Both seats 
for Ottawa, and both for Ham- 
ilton, looked upon as sure 
for the Government, were lost, 
on account of supernumerary candi- 
dates splitting the party votes. Centre 
Toronto surprised itself by going Lib- 
eral; and Fast Toronto, too, kicked over 
tho traces, and will send to parlia- 
ment John Ross Robertson of the Tele- 
gram as an Independent-Conservative, 
vice Coatsworth.

The directors of the Berlin museums 
have been informed that the Turks have 
stolen every vestige of the Jupiter Arte- 
mus temples which were excavated bv 
Herren Humann and Cartringen, near 
Magnesia, in Ionia, at the Kaiser's ex- 
pense. These were among tho most 
magnificent specimens of ancient archi- 
tecture, consisting of marble and bronze. 
The Turks thus destroyed the labor of a 
decade that gave to the world of art and 
history some of their most higblv cher- 
ished treasures, The great bond hold- 
ers of Germany have petitioned the for- 
eign ofiice to collect the debt, if neces- 
sary by sending warship's to Athens. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily News 
says that the Berliner Nachrichten has 
learned that Emperor William has had 
a collection of English pamphlets on the 
monetary question sent to him. ThiB 
news, says theDaily News correspondent, 
will inspire the German bi-metallists 
with renewed hope.

While it is 
true that consular officers under 
their general instructions are expected 
to report to the state department any 
event that might be of interest to our 
government, it cannot be learned that 
Gen. Lee was under any instructions to 
make a report upon the policy to be pur- 
sued toward Cuba. For such informa- 
tion respecting the military situation as 
ho could have gathered while pent up 
in Havana and at a distance from the 
lighting line, the state department would 
be grateful, and it would carry weight, 
in view of the military experience of the 
consul-general, but, after all, his report 
will be of value in exact accordance with 
the facts contained, and it is hardly to 
be supposed that the consul-general will 
go beyond such a statement. 

It is not supposed in official circles 
that he will attempt to shape the policy 
of the state department as to recogni- 
tion of belligerency or of independence, 
which must he decided in Washington 
City after contemplation of a field 
broader than iB open to the perception 
of an otlicial stationed in Cuba. At 
present the state department is giving 
more attention to the grievances of 
American citizens than to the other 
subject of the propriety of interference 
in the strife between the Spaniards and 
the Cubans, and to this end has been 
pushing a vigorous correspondence 
with Hannis Taylor, our minister 
at Madrid. The purpose is to pre- 
vent, so far as possible, depredations 
on the property of Americans in Cuba, 
and especially the recurrence of 
such affairs as the ill-treatment of the 
Delgados, father and son, and their 
servants. Sortie nice questions of diplo- 
macy tire involved in the adjustment of 
these matters. For instance, in the 
Delgado case the question arises how 
long an American resident in Cuba can 
preserve his American citizenship where 
he has practically given up his allegi- 
anco to his native or adopted country 
and has concentrated all his material 
interests in the island. The treatment 
of such matters is sufficient to engage 
the attention of the state department 
just now. 

It is regarded as improbable that there 
will be any immediate change of policy 
pursued toward the general subject of 
relations with Spain, particularly as the 
prevalence of the rainy season in Cuba 
hag operated largely to restrict military 
operations there. The department 
adopted its present line of policy respect- 
ing the Cuban revolt after obtaining the 
best evidence in its reach, and there is 
no reason to apprehend that events 
have occurred on the island re- 
cently of sufficientimportance to warrant 
a radical departure. General Lee has 
been in Cuba only twenty days, and 
even with his military training: it is be- 
lieved that he can scarcely have arrived 
at a conclusion as to the status of the re- 
volt upon which he is willing to risk his 
reputation; but, however this might he, 
it in certain that the state department 
will not make a change in its policy 
without mat ure consideration, and does 
not expect, it can be stated positively, to 
receive any report from Gen. Lee that 
would require it at this time to make an 
issue. 

" Ever since congress adjourned I've 
been keeping uiy eye on the administra- 
tion, expecting it to play a card in the 
Cuban affair, so that it could get entire 
credit for the results. The reports said 
to be en route to the United States from 
Gen, Lee may hasten the commence- 
ment of the game." This statement 
was made by Senator Morgan, chairman 
of the sub-committee of the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the senate. Senator 
Morgan is very bitter against the presi- 
dent, because he does not think that 
official treated the senate fairly in the 
Cuban matter. 

" In any event," continued the Sen- 
ator, " all that the President can right- 
fully do is to grant bel hgerent rights to 
the Cubans, lie cannot direct armed 
intervention without authorization by 
congress. If he did so lie would be 
acting unlawfully. But lie has already 
acted unlawfully. He did so when he 
refused the polite request of the senate 
subcommittee for full information in 
regard to the Competitor case. In sec- 
tion 2,001 of the revised statutes you 
will find chat the president is required, 
whenever it conies to his knowledge that 
an American citizen is unjustly deprived 
of his liberty, to demand of the 
government holding him the rea- 
son for his deten ton, and 
to demand his release if it appears 
wrongful. A clause in this section pre- 
scribes that all the facts and proceedings 
relative thereto shall, as soon as prac- 
ticable, be communicated by the presi- 
dent to congress. Did the president lay 
the facts before us in the Competitor 
case? Has lie done so in this whole 
Cuban affair when American citizens 
have been unjustly detained? No. The 
only way we have been able to get at 
the actual facts is through the columns 
of the press. Congress was allowed to 
adjourn without making any provision 
at all for meeting an emergency such as 
miglit arise as a result of the considera- 
tion of Gen. Lee's report. The presi- 
dent knew full well that, if he had 
so desired, congress would have 
give him all the authority he desired, 
and would have adjourned for its vaca- 
tion just the same. As I have stated, 
all the president can do, no matter what 
facts may be contained in Gen. Lee's 
report, will bo to recognize the belliger- 
ency of the Cubans. Thero can be no 
arinetl intervention without the consent 
of congress, for another clause in the 
section I have nbove referred to states 
that it the demand of president for the 
relcnso of an American be delayed or re- 
fused, ' the pre?ident shall use such 
means, not amounting to acts of war, as 
lie may think necessary and proper to 
obtain or affect the release.' He is, 
therefore, prevented from taking any 



steps in the direction of armed interven- 
tion. 

"It is my opinion that Mr. Cleveland 
is anxious to aid the cause of sound 
money at the convention by playing a 
card in the Cuban matter just at the 
piesent time. He would go to war if it 
were necessary to accomplish his ends. 
Everybody knows the facts about the 
Cuban affair except the administration, 
which has apparently been blind to the 
rights of Americans and their interests. 
Where they take care of one man, such 
as Delgado, who had influence enough 
to get away from Cuba they do not look 
after the many who are lying in 111 thy 
dungeons and who are as much entitled 
to the aid of the United States. The 
consular officers in Cuba have been also 
apparently folio wine tho lead of the 
administration. With Gen. Leo it will 
be different. He has too much man- 
hood, too much integrity to attempt to 
falsify in any way the situation in Cuba, 
and the administration can depend upon 
what he may report. I think the gov- 
ernment of the United States ought to 
have demanded the immediate release of 
the Competitor's crew when they were 
sentenced to death in violation of treaty 
rights, and in case of refusal shauld have 
obtained their release by force. These 
men are still under sentence of death, 
and now is just as good a time to secure 
their freedom as any. But aa for the 
President acting other than in accord- 
ance with the resolutions of Congress in 
granting belligerent rights to theCubans, 
that would he unlawful. There can be 
no armed intervention unless Congress 
consents. 



SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 

A Resolute Organized Effort— Anarchists 
Debarred From Attending— A Monster 
Demonstration in Hyde Park. 

London, June 23.— The International- 
ist Socialist congress which meets in 
London on July 27 will be far and away 
the greatest in point of numbers and 
probably the most important in its hear- 
ings of any congress the Socialists have 
yet held. ' The London committees, in 
connection with delegates with the Zu- 
rich committee, where continenal social- 
ism has its headquarters, have been 
working up the programme and elabor- 
ate preparations for ttie past six months. 

The congress is to be no mere palaver 
over Socialist formula, but a resolute 
and orderly organized effort to draw all 
trades unions and other working-class 
organizations into some kind of affilia- 
tion with organized Socialism. Every 
European country except Turkey will 
send representatives. Australia and 
America will also have their delegates. 
The London-Zurich council, after long 
consideration, have decided to ignore 
the mandates of delegates from all an- 
archist groups, French, German or Lng- 
lish. 

Among the men thus rejected is Gus- 
tav Landauer, Perlin, and a Chicago 
Socialist Anarchist, has been refused a 
card of admission. Though pronounced 
anarchists will he debarred, their next 
of kin, the continental revolutionists 
and the party of action will be repre- 
sented. The French central revolution- 
ary committee have announced their 
intention to move that the aim of the 
Socialists as a party is the conquest of 
political power as the best means of 
destroying the capitalist regime, and 
establishing the international Socialist 
republic. 

Besides this declaration, tho counter 
resolution of a Dutch trades union that 
the congress confine itseli solely to the 
domain of economic questions sounds 
like the voice of humility. But the 
Dutch motion will have the support of 
the English trades unions and a major- | 
ity of the congress. 

The more important of the English 
trade unions tire holding aloof from the 
congress, but the independent labor 
party and a number of the minor unions • 
will be fully represented. That pseudo- | 
philosophic body, " The Fabian Society " 
which counts among its members the 
poet-artist, Wm. Morris; the novelist 
art critic, Bernard Shaw, and all the 
"Lightand Learning" of English so- 
cialism, will ask the congress to vote 
the immediate nationalization and 
municipalization of everything in gen- 
eral, including the manufacture and re- 
tailing of tobacco, alcoholic drinks, 
bread, supply of coal, milk and other 
universal necessities. After six days'' 
session the proceedings terminate with 
a monster demonstration in Hyde Park.

H. B. Freeman of Oakland, Cal. , the 
fastest Class a man of California last 
year; J. F. Stanerof Portland, Or., who 
is well known here; C. E. Dow of 
Seattle; Fred. T. Merrill of Portland 
and his famous triek rider, F. J. Bars- 
den, are expected to arrive to-day or 
to-morrow. 

Harry F. Terrill, probably the fastest 
of the crowd, rode last year as Class A 
all over the East, making his best show- 
ing at New Orleans, where he won four 
out of five races, beating some of the 
best men of the year. This 
season he made his debut as a pro- 
fessional at Santa Rosa, on the National 
circuit, and has since won as much of 
Uncle Sam's gold medals as anyone of 
California. At the recent races in San 
Francisco he was a favorite for all the 
races. 

Will. J. Evans, who hails from Lans- 
ing, Mich., also rode last year as class 
A ; he made a first-class showing in the 
East, being known as the " Michigan 
Pot-Hunter" in some places. February, 
he arrived in California, and joined a 
record team there, getting more records 
than any other member olj the team. In 
racing he is very gritty and as game a 
finisher as is with the circuit-chasers, 
but lie cannot stand un paced work. 

J. M. Campbell, oi Spokane, 
is too well known in British Col- 
umbia to require any introduction 
to Victorians. He lias, like the great 
majority of last year's first grade ama- 
teurs, had (iiiite enough of racing for 
medals and "diamond rings" and is 
now holding his own with the best of 
the professionals. This year sees him 
aHtride the light running Rambler, his 
team mate being the speedy Spokane 
crack, Guy 0. Browne, who is at present 
imitating the Decmings — working in the 
mines. 



AEEEST OF A BRITISH OFFICIAL. 

Details of the Affair out of Which Compli- 
cations Are Likely to Ensure. 

London, June 23.— The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies was questioned 
to-day regarding the action which the 
government would take as a result of 
the arrest of Mr. Harrison, crown sur- 
veyor in British Guiana, by the Vene- 
zuelan troops but declined to say any- 
thing upon tho subject, and would in no 
way give any hint as to what the British 
government intended to do in the mat- 
ter. 

Georgetown, British Guiana, June 
23. — Harrison, whosearrest by an armed 
force of Venezuelans on June 15 became 
known yesterday, is the crown surveyor. 
It is pointed out that Harrison was 
working with a force of about a hundred 
laborers and engineers well within 
the Schomburgk line, opening up 
the road from Barima to Caynni 
river, when he was notified by the 
commander of a force of Venezuelan 
troops to stop work. Harrison did so 
under protest, and promptly entered in- 
to communication with Sir Augustus 
Hemming tho new Governor of British 
Guiana, who recently arrived from ling- 
land, where he was chief clerk of the 
colonial office, succeeding Sir Charles 
Cameron Lees, recalled. 

Governor Hemming notified Harrison 
to otFor no resistance to the Venezuelans, 
who claimed the right to arrest foreign- 
era on the left bank of the Ouynni 
river. Harrison carried out his ins! ruc- 
tions so far as is known here; but his 
arrest seems to have followed upon the 
receipt of additional instructions from 
Caracas to the commander of the Vene- 
zuelan forces. It was this movement of 
the Venezuelan troops and the arrest of 
Harrison which led to the alarming re- 
ports of the advance of the Venezuelan 
troops into the disputed territory, which 
rumors were followed by the circulation 
of stories of sanguinary encounters be- 
tween tho British and Venezuelans. 

The reports of bloodshed are not be- 
lieved in Georgetown, although it is 
quite possible that there may be a clash 
between Harrison's laborers and the 
Venezuelans. But it does not seem 
probable that serious fighting occurred 
an colonial officials maintain that the 
British force in the district where the 
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fighting is said to have taken place, is 
limited to a few policemen. 

Washington, .lime 22. — Word reaches 
official quarters here that Sir Augustus 
Hemming, the governor-general of Brit- 
ish Guiana, is meeting with the same 
reverses which marked the administra- 
tion of his predecessor, Sir Francis 
Lees, in executing the policy of 
Mr. Chamberlain to buy Maxim 
guns for the Venezuelan frontier. Sir 
Augustus recently had his Brat meeting 
with the high court or legislative body 
of British Guiana. Ho hail been ap- 
pointed to succeed Sir Francis, largely 
because of the defeat of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's proposition for developing the in- 
terior, in the neighborhood of the dis- 
puted boundary along the Cuyuni river, 
and then fortifying it. It was believed 
the diplomacy of Sir Augustus would be 
more effective in dealing with the col- 
onists. 

The mail just received here brings the 
details of the fust meeting with the high 
court. In an address of welcome to the 
Governor, Mr. Ingalls, speaking for the 
court, referred incidentally to the Vene- 
zuelan trouble. He said His Excellency 
had arrived at a dark time in the history 
of the colony, but they hoped that thy 
cloud overhanging them would soon 
pass and that the sunshine would 
appear. Sir Augustus expressed 
his thanks for the greetinir, and 
then proceeded to business by submit- 
ting a plan for the development of the 
interior along the lines proposed by Mr. 
Chamberlain last fall. It was in the 
form of a resolution reciting that, as a 
survey had been authorized to a joint on 
the Essequibo coast or the lower Cuyuni 
river, it was now expedient to extend 
the survey between the Kartuna and 
Barima rivers. Tho resolution author- 
ized the expenditure of $3,000 for the sur- 
vey. The government secietary ex- 
plained that it was expected to have a 
railway eighteen miles long in this dis- 
trict. He urged its advantage to the 
gold fields, without referring to its mili- 
tary and strategic value, to which Mr. 
Chamberlain had referred in issuing the 
previous survey. 

Opposition to the plan soon 
developed in the court, led by 
Mr. Dargan. He said he under- 
stood the government already had 
made a contract with Mr. Dardande to 
build the railroad, adding that it waB 
proper that the government should pay 
for the survey. Other members of the 
court spoke in the same line. The gov- 
ernment secretary and the attorney- 
general endeavored to overcome the 
opposition. They were warned, 
however, that if the resolution 
was put to a vote it would be defeated. 
Thereupon the new governor gen- 
eral withdrew the resolution. As this 
was bis first, step after arriving, in the 
developing policy of the British colonial 
office, the enforced withdrawal of the 
resolution was regarded as an auspicious 
opening for Sir Augustus' administration 
of affairs connected with the Venezuelan 
question.

This jealousy 
should not bo allowed to interfere with 
the construction of a bridge suah as 
that which Alderman Tiarka in his 
resolution wishes to have con 
strueted. A steel bridge suitable 
for railway traffic is what should be built 
across the Arm at Point Ellice. It) would 
be infinitely safer than tho cheap stmc 
ture which some of the aldermen want 
to see built, and it would, we are satis- 
fied, in the end be less expensive than 
any mere makeshift, We trust that the 
citizens generally, as well as the Muni- 
cipal Reform Association, will give this 
matter their serious consideration arid 
let the Council know the conclusions at 
which they arrive. They should a 
give Alderman Tiarks and others who 
want to have a really good bridge con- 
structed their moral support.

THE ELECTIONS. 

The reader will see from the returns 
that the Government has been badly de- 
feated. At the present writing tho 
Liberal majority appears to be over 
thirty, with four places to hear from. 
The Government's championship of the 
cause of the Roman Catholic minority 
of Manitoba has been rewarded by a signal 
defeat in the province of Quebec. That 
province, according to the returns, has 
a majority of twenty-nine against the 
Conservative Government. Victoria has 
certainly not been recorded in this cause. 
It was expected that iu the other prov- 
inces the school question would have an 
influence adverse to the Government, 
but all of them have done better than 
the province of Quebec. 

The electors of Victoria have as we 
expected stood by the Conservative 
party and returned two staunch Con- 
servatives. All the other British Colum- 
bia constituencies principally through 
bad management — have returned Liber- 
als. It is no comfort now to know that 
there were Conservative voters enough 
in some of them to have elected Conser- 
vative members. We trust that tho les- 
son will not be lost on the Conservative 
party in this province. The Liberals will 
now have their day. Let us hope that 
they will make a good use of it. 



THE POINT ELLICE BRIDGE. 

The City Council has very important 
work to do with respect to constructing 
a bridge across the Arm at Point Llliee. 
It is to be hoped that they will take a 
broad and business-like view of their 
duty in the premises. Will they erect a 
flimsy structure of the cheap and nasty 
kind, unfit for the requirements of even 
the present traffic, or will they build a 
bridge which will not only be sufficient 
for the needs of to-day but which will 
meet the requirements of a rapidly 
growing city for many years to come. 
We believe that the great majority of the 
citizens will be warmly in favor of erect- 
ing a substantial structure which will 
stand wear and tear and all'ord all need- 
ful accommodation for many a year to 
come. 

It should be remembered that in 
planning a work of this kind, the City 
Council must have an eye to the future. 
It is providing, not only for the present 
generation of Victorians, but for future 
generations. They should remember 
that Victoria is a very young city, really 
not yet out of its infancy. They must 
consider what its future requirements 
will he. They are bound t,o form some 
opinion as to the probable growth of its 
population and its business. Most men 
capable of thinking will conclude that 
the bridge which connects Esquimalt 
with Victoria must be a strong one. 
The traffic and travel between the two 
places is now considerable, and it is cer- 
tain that it will greatly increase as time 
advances. If the needs of the present 
are alone considered and provided for, 
the bridge will very soon be out of date, 
and the City will be under tho necessity 
of building a new one. 

We see that some of tho aldermen 
favor the construction of a bridge which 
will not be strong enough for tram-car 
traffic. This is very short-sighted, in- 
deed. Tram-cars, or vehicles which an- 
swer the same purpose as tram-cars, 
have become a necessity in all the cities 
of civilized nations. It would he almost 
as sensible in these days to build a 
bridge for foot passengers alone, as to 
build one from which tram-cars must 
bo excluded. It may, some time in the 
near future, be found necessary for the 
city to own tho ham-cars that run 
through its streets

THE RIGHT THING. 

Alderman Partridge's resolution is a 
good one. The questions involved in 
the Point Ellice Bridgu disaster are both 
difficult and important. The City Coun- 
cil should promptly admit their innbil 
ity to deal with them without the aid of 
the best legal advice that can be obtain 
ed in the Dominion. It is to be hoped 
that they will at once reject all sugge 
tions to deal with the matter without the 
legal aid that they and the citizens gen 
orally can confidently rely upon. There 
are, we believe, some very profound law 
vers in the Council who would not hefii 
tate to act in the matter without apply- 
ing to a man high in the legal profes- 
sion for guidance. The opinion of an 
eminent lawyer is expensive, and they 
dearly like the cheap way of doing 
things. But this cheap way, as the Cor- 
poration knows to its cost, often comes 
very dear in the end. A sound opinion, 
such as an eminent lawyer will be sure 
to give, may and probably will save the 
city many serious and expensive law- 
suits. Aid. Partridge's resolution is a 
wise one, and it will, we trust, be passed 
by tho Council without serious opposi- 
tion. 

THE SOU DAN. 

It has leaked out that the object of 
Lord Salisbury's expedition to the 
Soudan is nothing less than the recon- 
qucst of that country. The whole of it 
at one time belonged in a kind of way to 
Egypt. It revolted, and under the 
Mahdi gained its independence. The 
rule of the Dervishes has been the 
reverse of benign. They have been very 
hard masters, and what is left of the 
native population of the country are 
weary of their yoke. The Brii ish uro 
finding that the Dervishes are not hi rig 
like as formidable as they were expected 
to be ; and on the other hand the native 
Egyptian troops behave well in the field . 
They no longer throw down their arnos 
and run away as soon as the enemy 
makes his appearance. On the con- 
trary, they fight pluckily and maintain 
discipline under trying conditions. With 
an enemy less formidable than lie was 
expected to be, and an army greatly 
more effective than the most sanguine 
dared hope, the British, both in Egypt 
and at home, are greatly encouraged. 
They no longer look upon the expedi- 
tion to tiie Soudan as a fool-hardy en- 
terprise, and they have come to regard 
the conquest of the Soudan as an almost 
accomplished fact. The employment of 
Indian troops in Egypt is popular in 
England, although a difficulty has 
arisen as to who shall pay them. 

CLE VELAND'S PROTEST. 

The Democrats as a party are very far 
from being what the orthodox regard as 
sound on the money question. There 
are many of them who are from convic- 
tion in favor of the unlimited coinage of 
silver, and there are many others who 
stand up for silver for the purpose of 
catching votes. 

President Cleveland has always been 
sound on the money question, lie is 
what his opponents call a gold-bug, and 
so are many of the best men of the Dem- 
ocratic party. This split on the cur. 
reney question has greatly weakened 
that party, already, for various rea- 
sons, very weak indeed. President 
Cleveland was interviewed by a reporter 
on the attitude of his party on tho 
money question. This is part of what 
he said : 

"I have made no figures as to tho 
probable action of delegates already 
chosen or to be etiosen to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, but I re- 
fuse to believe that when the time ar- 
rives for deliberate action there will bo 
engrafted upon our Democratic creed a 
demand for the free, unlimited, and in- 
dependent coinage of silver. I cannot 
believe this, because I know the Demo- 
cratic Party is neither unpatriotic nor 
foolish, and because it seems so clear to 
me that such a course will inflict a very 
great Injury upon every interest of our 
country, which it has been the mission of 
Democracy to advance, and will result in 
lasting disaster to our party organization. 
" There is little hope that as a means 



THE FRENCH IN MADAGASCAR. 

The French Government have come 
to look upon Madagascar as French ter- 
ritory. Attirst, all that was intended 
was to establish a protectorate over the 
Island. In carrying this out they found 
that the commercial treaties which the 
native Government bad made with 
foreign nations stood in their May. T 
French have still the old-fasliioned 
notion that the affairs of a colony should 
be administered, not to benefit its in- 
habitants, but for the glory and the en- 
richment of the parent country. The 
Hovas had granted certain privileges by 
treaty to the British and the Americans. 
The French masters of the Island were 
determined that these commercial 
rivals should not continue to enjoy 
those privilege so they undertook to 
abrogate the treaties which the Govern- 
ment of Madagascar had made witl 
Great Britain and the United States 
Tho Governments of those countries took 
exception to this high-handed proceed 
ing and maintained that the assumption 
of a protectorate did not carry with it 
the power to abrogate treaties! The 
French replied that Great Britain had 
done this in the case of Burmah, The 
British diplomats alleged that the cases 
were not parallel, as Burmah was a pos- 
session of Great Britain while all the 
authority that France claimed over 
Madagascar was that of a protector. The 
upshot was that the French began to 
treat Madagascar as a possession. It 
is more than likely that both 
Great Britain and the United StateB 
will find it convenient to acquiesce in 
France's claim to ownership. The New 
York Times, commenting on the atti 
tudo assumed by France towards Madn 
gascar, says : 

" The French seizure of Madagascar 
was, of course, an act of power 
which, in the case of an individual 
would have been an act of piracy. Thei 
is no reason why we should acquiesce i 
any consequences of it which we may 
find injurious. It is probable, there" 
fore, that any course which Great 
Britain concludes to take for tho de 
fence of her imperilled interests in 
Madagascar will meet with our concur' 
rence/T

To the lack of provincial organization 
ami the division of their strength the 
Conservatives unquestionably owe their 
severe losses in British Columbia — losses 
which prudence and systematic work 
throughout the province might have 
guarded against. For the lirst time 
since confederation the province has 
gone Liberal, only Hon. Mr. Prior and 
his colleague Mr. Farle going to Ottawa 
as the Conservative members from 
British Columbia. In the Vancouver 
Island district particularly the division 
of strength worked disaster, the party 
vote being divided between Messrs. 
Haslam and Haggart, and Mr. Mclnnes, 
the Liberal, thus going in, though he 
polled a decided minority of the votes.

The general election of 1890 in so far 
as Victoria city is concerned will pass 
into history as one of the quietest and 
most uneventful contests in local politi- 
cal history. The return of Hon. Mr. 
Prior and his colleague Mr. Earle was 
practically a foregone conclusion, and 
the election was interesting only as be- 
ing perhaps the first contest upon strict 
party line:! yet waged in British Colum- 
bia's capital. The opposition workers 
themselves while they had little or no 
hope of putting in their men did not re- 
lax their efforts in their candidates' be- 
half. They polled every available Grit 
vote, while many staunch supporters of 
Sir Chr "les Tapper and his government 
did not record their votes through over 
confidence. 

" Our men will go in all right," they 
commented. "The} - don't need our 
votes this time to carry the day." 

It is a significant fact, however, that 
despite the prediction of Mr. Temple- 
man's friends on the occasion of that 
gentleman's bye-election defeat last 
January, that the general election would 
tell a new story — that the majority ob- 
tained yesterday by Hon. Mr. Prior 
over Mr. Templeman almost doubled 
that of the bye-election. In January he 
won by 107— yesterday it was by 192. 
Mr. Esirle'e majority over Dr. Milne is 
now 203. 

On the whole there was little splitting 
of votes, party and party principles 
guiding the great majority of the electors 
in the marking of their ballots. Par- 
ticularly was this to be noted in the 
country district of Metchosin, where the 
candidates of each party polled as one 
man — Hon. Mr. Prior and Mr. Earle 
each 38; Mr. Templeman and Dr. Milne 
each 0. 

The polls closing at 5 o'clock, excep- 
tionally quick work was done by the 
deputy returning officers — so, quick that, 
not only the approximate result, but the 
actual and final figures were displayed 
on the Colonist bulletin before 6 o'clock. 
To collect and present the figures re- 
quired special hustling on the part of 
the Colonist stall', but they were equal 
to it. A notable example is the case of 
Metchosin, the returns from which poll- 
ing station, although seven miles from 
the nearest telephone, were bulletined 
at 23 minutes to six — even before the 
count was completed in a number of the 
city divisions. " Zimmy " Hewartson 
was the messenger from this division, 
and his early report illustrates again the 
utility of the ever present bicycle. He 
only waited at Metchosin to see the 
count completed, and reported the 
figures by telephone 25 minutes later.

THE PEOPLE DEMAND NOVELTY. 



They Are N<i Longer Satisfied With the 
Old Stylo Perfunctory Series of Variety 
Sketches— The Evolution of the Burlesque 
Towurd a Ulijher Plane. 

I hnvo boon naked to write something on 
thu troud uf vautlovillu, ami I gladly com 
ply bcoausu I think that thoro Is a grunt 
donl to lie said on the subject just now. 
For runny years thu tendency of this once 
supremely popular form of ontortaiumont 
has been downward. Of late, however, 
there has been a marked demand for some 
thing better. The patrons of tliu variety 
theaters are no longer satisfied with what 
would hnvo been considered a few years 
ago an acceptable show. The perfunctory 
series of turns, technically duliomlnaled 
the olio, has begun to pall upon the ap- 
petite of the regular habitues, for (lie rea- 
son that t he vaudeville patron usually goes 
to the current entertainment at his favor- 
ite house every week, and before the end of 
the season be will hnvo seen everything 
that is worth viewing in vaudeville. Nat 
orally, therefore, when the following sea- 
son he beg'ns his weekly visits and is 
ugaln treati d to thu same specialties, that 
id red feeling is apt to come over him to a 
very great extent, and he will be more than 
human if lie should not transfer his alle- 
giance to somo other form of entertain- 
ment. 

As to what has brought about this un- 
questionable demand for something new 
in the vaudeville world, I should say that 




nARRY MORRIS, 
thoro wore several elements conspiring to 
the same result. First and foremost, it 
must bo confessed, is the disinclination of 
the artists themselves to change their acts 
and thereby make thomsolvos of now value 
each year. Then, again, there is also, of 
course, the natural tendency of the amuse- 
ment loving public to demand more for its 
money with each succeeding season. The 
manager who does not meet this desire 
when it becomes too manifest to be ignor- 
ed is Vory foolish and in the end must 
pay for his stubbornness in the way of de- 
creased attendance at his performances, 
for it is ns impossible in the show business 
us in any other to force upon the people 
that which they do not want, (live them 
something which they like, and they will 
.pay well for it, but try to compel them to 
attend an entertainment which dees not 
suit thorn, and yon will speedily find that 
you are on the wrong tack, even though 
you should go to the length of offering 
them admission free of charge. It is hu- 
man nature — nothing moro. 

Up to a very short time ago the usual 
variety show consisted of a lot of "turns" 
following each other Indiscriminately. If 
the audiences had not seen these people be- 
fore, all Well and gootl, but if they had, as 
was more than likely, there was dissatis- 
faction. A great many shows, it is true, 
nponotl with n "first pnrt," In which an 
effort was made to jumble a lot of sense- 
less stuff together through thu medium of 
axecrablo rhyme, which was innocently 
supposed to constitute the principal ele- 
ment of burlesque. The music was gen- 
erally taken from wherever it happened to 
suit the fancy of the builder of the enter- 
tainment, ami it was. of course, promptly 
recognized as having been stolen by every 
person who happened to hear It, That 
would naturally not tend to Increase the 
ploasuro of the auditor, either. Hut that 
was not the worst of it, for at the end of 
(his style of vaudeville show there was 
what is called an afterpiece, and it was 
usually regarded by the regular patrons us 
being just what its name indicated — a 
thing which came after the show and was 
not worth Staying to hear and see. Thus 
at the end of thu olio there was n mighty 
exodus, and the performance was finished 
before an audience at least fill per cent 
smaller than it was at the rise of tho cur- 
fain. 

I am not criticising brother managers 
or performers, because until the present 
season I was doing all of these things 
which I have just pointed out na tending 
toward thu undoing of the vaudeville 
branch of the amusement profession. I 
might add, too (strictly in confidence), 
that it bad cost, me a good many thousands 
of dollars to loarn what later oxpuriunuu 
has warranted me in assuming to he a 
fact. Last season, toward tho olose, I 
made up my mind that if I intended lo 
continue in the vaudevilles if would be 
necessary to improve vastly upon what 
had gone before. Not wishing or, in fact, 
daring to bo too radical at the start, I con- 
cluded to make a qualified departure, 
keeping the main old lines in view con- 
stantly — in other words, to build up the 
original stylo of entertainment to tho ex- 
treme limit of its possibilities. This I did 
by having written a really funny and 
bright first part, which is a hurlotta, and 
1 also put together a burlesqiloof the then 
popular "Trilby." I confess that I felt an 
almost uncontrollable desire to omit the 
olio altogether and to introduce thu spe- 
cialties by moans of appropriate allusions 
in the burlesques, but I reflected upon the 
well known fate of reformers and refrain- 
ed. Tho rosult of tho departure which 1 
did make, however, with my "Twentieth 
Century Maids' ' company has been emi- 
nently satisfactory, and I shall stick to 
these lines In my offering for next season, 
only I shall then do Napoleon instead of 
Hvungali. I shall leave it to others to go 
still farther along the paths which I hnvo 
blazed out. 

That there will bo those who will do 
this I do not. doubt, and I believe that if 
thu ventures tiro properly managed from 
tho business end they are practically cor- 
taiu to succeed. I am gratified with tho 
part I have played in bringing about this 
reformation, bcoausu without somothlng 



of tho sort tho vaudeville aggregation 
which travels about from town to town 
would soon have got deeply mired in tho 
slough of dospond and might novor have 
got out. 

In speaking of the elements which have 
resulted in thu demand for bottur vaude- 
ville entertainments 1 accidentally over- 
looked thu cont inous performance houses. 
These places are springing up all over tho 
country, and li?ey are patronizod so liberal- 
ly at tho moderate pricus charged for ad- 
mission that they are enabled to hire the 
best people in 1 he vaudeville profession. 
Tho geneval public, or at least that por- 
tlou which bestows its patronage open 
the traveling so-called burlesque shows, 
naturally expects something more than 
tho ordinary turns which may be seen for 
much less money at thu continuous per- 
formance t heaters. Tills is making all of 
us alive to the necessity of giving better 
things, and most of us are doing it. 1 know 
that a great many managers are now car- 
rying shows about tho country which are 
built upon the lines described above, mid 
It is an encouraging sign of the times thai 
most of these are meeting with success, 
showing that it is a condition and not a 
theory which I have described. I have not 
the slightest doubt that within a year or 
two we shall have vaudeville shows 
which will he made up entirely of a w, :l 
written burlesque containing good nut si ■ 
Of course, even In tills event, it will be 
impossible to ignore the fact thai a larire 
number of thonter goers like sprnlnli leu, 
hut these may be easily Introduced — nail 
logically, too — without Interfering ivilh 
the action of the plot of the opcrelti 
which is more than apt to he rather iiebu 
lous, in any event. 

1 do not wisli to have the i ill] rossii in i: • 
abroad from what 1 have said in the fore- 
going thai I consider thai vaudeville is on 
tlie decline. On the contrary, 1 think thai 
the appetite for it is stronger now than 
ever before. Thu continuous pcrforma: >-.■ 
bouses have Introduced this form of enter 
fainment to a large class of persons who 
were previously (■■tally unfamiliar with 
it, and tho demand for good -.pec; ilty j on- 
pie is for thill reason greatly iaeieased, 
but, as I have already explained, tin' old 
timers who are used to vaudovillu niusl 
have something new, as they have become 
sided, 'l'lii re is no denying t he fact t hat 
What Is known astho' , logiliinato" is dead, 
so far at least as this oounl ry is concerned. 
Whether it. will ever be revived is problem- 
atical, but there has been a gradual re- 
duction in the patronage accorded to it 
for several years, until now there is prac- 
tically none let! to bestow. Melodrama, 
with the foolish hero and the putty- and 
sometimes pretty heroine, has also enjoyed 
a brief season of prosperity, but Is now 
unquestionably on (he wano. Comedy, 
without a star with a strong personal fol- 
lowing, Is about otic of ilia very best 
methods thai I know of to exemplify the 
old adage about, t he spi cily parting of a 
fool and his money. Com lo opora is seldom 
comic and always expensive to thu auditor 
as well as to the producer and is fust bill- 
ing into innocuous desuetude. Burlesque 
is one of the few forms of popular amuse- 
ment which appear lo he increasing in 
favor, and that fact, is principally duo, in 
my opinion, to the introduction of muny 
of the vaudeville features. No, depend 
upon It. 'he coming thing in the theatric- 
al world Is a modified vaudeville hur- 
lesque type, which will make money for 
Its projectors ami will also afford amuse- 
ment to tiie masses at less than thu Van- 
derbiltian puces which some managers 
now appear i i have a tendency to exact 
from their pal roils..

Tho Grent German Comedian Who Is Now 
In America For the First Time. 

Germany's greatest comedian, George 
Kegels, is now playing his first engage- 
ment in the United States at tho Ger- 
niiinla thonter in New York city. Ho has 
met with unqualified success, and it is 
not unlikely that he may undertake a star- 
ring tour of the country next season ac- 
companied by an organization of English 
speaking players. Kngels can give a good 
many valuable points to somo of our na- 
tive performers who never seem able to 
lose sight of the fact that they aro acting. 
His treatment is said by tho best judges 
to be delightfully delicate, and grimacing, 
and other forms of buffoonery aro severely 
tabooed by him, as indeed they now .are by 
all first class artists. The success of tiiis 
man, who came to this country almost en- 
tirely unheralded, serves to demonstrate 
that Americans are always willing to be-

Georgo Engols was born in Hamburg 
about half a century ago and did not 
make his stage debut until ho was 313 
years of ago. Tho event occurred at one 
of the leading theaters in Berlin, and the 
young actor was at once bailed as a wort by 
aspirant for fame. His first really great 
success, howovor, camo a few years later 
In L'Arrongo's play, "Or. Klaus," which 
Is known in the United States under the 
title of "Dr. Clyde." In 1883 i/Arrongu es- 
tablished the celebrated Doutsoho theater, 
and he engaged Engols along with Fried- 
rich I lasso, Ludwig Harnny, Friedriob 
Foorstor, Siegwald Friedmann, Josef 
Kainz, Hodwlg Have and a number of 
other famous actors. With L'Arrongo 
Kngels remained until thu former's retire- 
ment In 1804, since which time he bin 
starred throughout tho Gorman omplro 
with phenomenal success. By most per- 
sons he is regarded as tho most popular 
actor in any branch of work in the fa- 
therland.
